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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-18, 20-31, 38-62, 69, 71-122, 124-125, and 127-132 are allowed. 

The reason for allowance of the allowed claims is the specifics of the method of varying 
the applied voltages, also adjusting the plate and the inversion areas, recited in the method 
claims. 

The reason for allowance, and notice of allowability of the device claims, above, is the 
inclusion therein of the presence of the circuitry having a capacitance signal path, in which the 
varactor is situated. Also, a varactor having the components in claims 17 and 23, in which the 
gate voltage maintained constant while plate to body voltage is varied; and field insulating region 
extending into the semiconductor body along the primary surface to define a semiconductor 
island substantially fully occupied by material of the plate and body region.
